in the Police Department sought 
by Binaggio. 

Smith defeated McKittrick in 
the contest for the Democratic | 
nomination for . Governor in 
August 1948 and was elected Gov- | 
ernor the following November. 

Binaggio Failed to ‘Deliver.’ 

Binaggio was shot to death in 
the First District Democratic 
Club last April 5, after he failed 
to “deliver” on his promises to 
gamblers and underworld figures 
that Missouri would be opened 
wide for gambling. 

McKittrick testified he was told 
by the late Clarence Owen, for- 
mer partner in Pioneer News 
Service, racing news firm in St. 
Louis, that a “gang is willing to 
pay you $35,000 to get out of the 
race.” Later McKittrick was told 
the offer had been raised to 
$50,000. 

Two direct offers were made 
to him by Binaggio, McKittrick 
testified, to withdraw his candi- 
dacy. After Binaggio first sug- 
gested he get out of the race, 
McKittrick related the Demo- 
cratic boss of Kansas City called 
on him again, saying: “I want to 
make you a different proposition. 
I want you to get out of the race 
and run again for Attorney Gen- 
eral. 

“We can pay you $1000 a 
month beginning in May 1948.” 
Rejected the Offer. 

McKittrick said he rejected the 
offer but later was offered sup- 
port for the United States Sen- 
ate race in 1952. 

He was told, he testified, that 
$25,000 would be placed in a 
bank as proof that he would be 
given support if he withdrew 
from the governshop race in the 
1948 primary.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28 (AP) 
—President Truman said there 
will be no letup in Administra- 
tion defense plans in the event 
of expected victory in Korea. 

The President would not say, 
at a news conference, whether 
Gen. Dougias MacArthur will 
pursue the North Koreans beyond 
the thirty-eighth parallel. But he 
did say that the instructions to 
Gen. MacArthur, the supreme 
United Nations commander, are 
broad. 

The President also announced 
at his press conference that he 
had picked George J. Bott to be 
general counsel of the National 
Labor Relations Board. 

Bott, who has been associate 
general counsel since 1948, was 
named to succeed Robert N. 
Denham, who resigned at White 
House’ request.

1950 MAY BE THIRD 
WORST POLIO YEAR 
ON RECORD FOR U.S. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28 (AP) 
—It now appears that 1950 will 
be the third worst polio year on 
record, the Public Health Service 
said today. The worst are re- 
corded as 1949 and 1916. 

There were 2170 new cases of 
polio last week, 142 per cent more 
than in the preceding week — 
which, in turn, showed a 22% per 
cent increase over the week be- 
fore. 

Furthermore, the service said, 
the peak of the disease is oocur- 
ring later than at any time in the 
last 20 years except for 1932. 

The cumulative total since the 
disease started its upswing last 
March is 18,403 cases. 

For the corresponding period 
last year—the worst polio year 
on record—30,350 cases had been 
reported. Last year, however, 
the disease reached its peak in 
mid-August, and then went into 
a steep decline almost to the end 
of the year. 

This year the disease has kept 
increasing for 18 weeks. There 
is still no assurance that the peak

FOSSIL, Ore., Sept. 28 (AP)— 
A young mother told officers she 


smothered two of her children 
and dropped another child on its 
head. Deaths of the three children 
occurred during a 20-month pe- 
riod. 

' District Attorney George Dukek 
said Mrs. Juanita Louise Carr, 23 
years old, could give no reason 
for the killings except to say 
there were times she didn’t like 
the children. 

He said the investgation began 
after the Sept. 15 death of 3-year- 
old Patricia Carr. The prosecutor 
said Mrs. Carr admitted under 
questioning she had smothered 
the little girl. Two-year-old Gary 
was smothered in his crib Jan. 27, 
Dukek said the mother related 
calmly. 

Her youngest child, Donald, 
about 3 months old, died Jan. 15, 
1949. The district attorney said 
Mrs. Carr told of dropping the 
infant on his head at the Carr 
home. 

No charges have been filed. 


BREWERIES’ OFFER 
OF BEER FOR KOREA 
ACCEPTED BY ARMY 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27 (UP)— 
The Army yesterday accepted 
1,200,000 cans of beer for service 
men in Korea. 

The free brew was offered by 
the Schlitz and Blatz brewing 
companies of Wisconsin after one- 
}a-day beer rations for battling 
G.Ls were temporarily cut off by 
a military order. 

The rations were restored when 
the service men complained and 
some Congressmen threatened an 
investigation. 

Army Under Secretary Archi- 
bald S. Alexander, accepting the 
gift. telegraphed the two firms: 

“In behalf of the service men 
in Korea, I sincerely thank you for 
your thoughtfulness and gen- 
erosity.” 

The Army said it had received 
no formal complaints from or- 
ganizations which had voiced ob- 
jéctions to issuance of beer to the 
 great-tine fighters.

TELL IT TO PEOPLE 
IS G.O.P. PLAN ON

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28 (AP) 
—The Marine Corps may have 
forgiven President Truman for 
calling it a police force, but some 
Republicans are out to see that 
the famous letter isn’t forgotten. 

A number were disclosed today 
to have made plans to use the 
letter in their campaigns for re- 
election, accusing the President 
of having blundered when he 
wrote it.

the post. Lovett accepted. 


Lovett, a New York investment 


banker, will succeed Stephen T. 
Early who leaves the Defense De- 
partment Sept. 30 to rejoin Pull- 
man, Inc., as a vice president. 


Lovett was Under Secretary of 
State under Gen. George C. 
Marshall whom the President re- 
cently called from retirement to 
head the Defense Department and 
to succeed Louis Johnson. 

Marshall and Lovett are old 
friends. 

The Chief Executive will give 
Lovett a recess appointment and 
submit a formal nomination when 
Congress reconvenes, Senate ap- 
proval is expected. 

The White House said Lovett 
was about to start for work when 
the President telephoned him this 
morning. 

Lovett, a former Assistant Sec- 
reary of War, is 55 years old and 
a native of Huntsville, Tex. He 
went to Yale and Harvard where 
he studied law and business ad- 
ministration. 


After college he joined Brown 
Brothers Harriman & Co., a New 
York investment banking firm. 
He served as special assistant to 
the Secretary of War from Sep- 
tember 1940 to April 1941, when 
he became Assistant Secretary of 
War for Air. He remained in 
this post until the end of 1945. 


He served as Under Secretary 
of State from July 1947 to Jan- 
uary 1949. Shortly after leaving 
the State Department he returned 
to the investment banking firm 


where he had started his business 
career.

Inside Seoul, Correspondent 
Don Whitehead quoted Col. Lewis 
(Chesty) Puller, commanding the 
First Marine Regiment, that the 
last Reds fled the city at 6 p.m. 
Wed*nesday (3 a.m. Wednesday, 
St. Louis time). But the Tenth 
Corps communique implied that 


some slight resistance had becn 
cleaned up after that hour. 
Civilians Out of Hiding. 

Thursday, Marines qnd United 
States Infantry wandered at ease 
through the ruined streets while 
thousands of civilians emerged 
from hiding places and began the 
terrific job’ of clearing debris, 
Whitehead reported. 


Elsewhere in South Korea 


ithere were small, sporadic flashes 


of action as North Korean troops 
turned and fought briefly and in- 
effectually.

Red positions in caves and on 
two hills about 25 miles south of 
Seoul, between Suwon and Osan, 
were ‘reported wiped out by two 
battalions of the United States 
Seventh’ Infantry and Marine 
planes. 

Foresees Annihilated Foe. 

Sen. Walker at his press con- 
ference said all Red troops south 
of the Pusan-Taejon-Seoul high- 
way, winding diagonally from the 
old beachhead in the southwest 
to the new one at Inchon, will be 
annihilated. 
Of the once powerful Red force 
of an estimated 150,000 men, 
more than three-fourth have 
been or will be wiped out, Gen. 
Walker said. 

Thus, in just more than three 
months, the Reds had ruthlessly 
overrun most of the Asiatic pen- 
insula, had raised the wrath of 
the non-Communist world and 
now are feeling the heavy con- 
sequences of stark defeat. 

Walker’s Cautioning Word. 

It was three months to the day 
—Thursday—since the tank-lied 
North Korean columns rumbied 
into Seoul, after plunging across 
the Thirty-eighth parallel in 1!

The opinion yesterday by Madi- 
s0n County Judge Michael Kin- 
ney that Illinois Governor Adlai 
E. Stevenson lacked constitutional 


or statutory authority to order 
state police to raid the notorious 
Hyde Park Club last May 12 failed 
to halt the Governor’s drive to 
wipe out gambling in the state. 

State police last night con- 
ducted a series of raids in St. 
Clair, Marion and Washington 
counties, seizing slot machines and 
other gambling equipment. The 
police presumably acted on orders 
from the Governor's office. 

At Springfield Gov. Stevenson 
said he was withholding a state- 
ment on probable appeal from 
Judge Kinney’s action pending an 
examination of the opinion and a 
conference with Attorney General 
Ivan A. Elliott. 

“The Hyde Park Club and the 
200 Club in Madison county were 
closed last May, and we will do 
our best to keep them closed,” 
Gov. Stevenson said. 

Defense Motion Sustained. 

Judge Kinney sustained a de- 
fense motion to suppress evidence 
seized in the spectacular raid on 
the Hyde Park Club and ordered 
$18,356 in cash and equipment of 
the club returned to the oper- 
ators. The ruling, unless reversed 
by a higher court, excludes this 
evidence from the trial of the 
Hyde Park owners and employes 
on gambling charges. 

Judge Kinney, in his 11l-page 
opinion, took the position state 
police are authorized only to en- 
force the traffic laws of the state 
and the Governor has no power 
to order the police to enforce the 
penal code. In a direct comment 
on the Governor’s action, the 
court said: 

“However commendable it may 
have been on the part of the Gov- 
ernor to call out the state police 
to enforce the penal code, and 
however laudable may have been 
his motives in so doing, the motion 
before the court directly chal- 
lenges the legality and his lack 
of authority in Illinois to take 
such executive action. 

“It is the duty of the court fo 
interpret, not to make a law. If 
it is deemed prudent that a state 
police be created with full and 
unlimited powers to enfore the 
criminal lsws of the state, and 
that they may be subject to the 
Governor, as has been done in 
other states, then this becomes a 
legislative question for the IIli- 
nois General Assembly.” 


200 Club Confiscation. 


In a _ separate opinion, 
court granted the state's petition 
for confiscation of $5936 and 
equipment seized in a _ simul- 
taneous raid May 12 on the 200 
Club, in Madison. Harry Wrest 
and Robert Leu, operators of the 
club, and several of their em- 
ployes paid fines after entering 
please of guilty of gambling. 
Judge Kinney pointed out that, 
in view of that action, there was 
no presumption of innocence in 
their case. A Western Union 
ticker taken in the raid was 
ordered retrrned to the telegraph 
company.

The four operators of the Hyde

and the 200 Club have been 
closed since state police tore out 
the equipment, and gambling on 
the East Side has been at a 
minimum since the raids. 


50 Officers Make Raids. 


Fifty state policemen, in swift- 
moving raids last night, seized 
60 slot machines and dice and 
blackjack equipment at taverns in 
St. Clair, Washington and Marion 
counties. 

Thirty machines were seized in 
St. Clair county, six of them at 
the Red Horse Tavern in Marissa.

Approves Outlay of $1500 
by Plan Group for Start

The Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment today authorized the 
City Plan Commission to spend 
$1500 for preliminary sc«dies of 
the feasibility of urhan redevelop- 
ment in six run-down areas of the 
city. 

This amount is expected to be 
sufficient for the start of the 
survey, for which the Federal 
Government has committed itself 
to provide $55,000. The latter to- 
tal, however, will not be available 
until after the Board of Aldermen 
adopts an ordinance accepting it.

Other sites to be studied: Jef- 
ferson-Grand-Laclede, Jefferson- 
Twentieth - Franklin - Carr, Third- 
Ninth-Franklin-Carr, Third-Ninth- 
Clark-Market and Broadway- 
Twelfth-Russell-Sidney. 

The studies will include a de- 
termination of present uses, 
where development should start, 
condition of streets, traffic flow, 
existing city facilities, topography 
and proposed new use. Cost of 
such preliminary work in the Aloe 
Plaza district was estimated at 
$1350; no estimates were given 
for the other areas. 

The commission last night ap- 
proved in principle preliminary 
site. plans for the DeSoto-Carr 
district, where four public pro- 
jects for Negroes of low income, 
as well as one urban redevelop- 
ment project for middle income 
families, are contemplated.

Men Will Be Obtained 
From Present 19-25

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28 (AP) 
—The Army made known today 
that it will want to draft at least 
330,000 men to bring its forces up 
to desired strength. 

Draft quotas thus far have been 
issued only through November 
and cover 170,000 men. The ad- 
ditional 160,000 would be in 
quotas for later months. 

Maj. Gen. Clovis Byers, deputy 
chief of staff, gave the figure to 
the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee at a closed door session. 
Chairman Vinson (Dem.), Georgia 
made it public. 

Byers later told repcrters it 
was believed the 330,000 could be 
secured from the age groups now 
subject to the draft, those aged 
19 through 25. 

Byers also said he believed 
some doctors-and dentists would 
have to be drafted. 

Vinson indicated that only 30,- 
000 men have been inducted into 
the Army since its expansion be- 
gan after the outbreak of the Ko- 
rean fighting. He said the Army 
would want 300,000 men in addi- 
tion to the 30,000 already in- 
ducted. 

[t was not made clear. however, 
what date was covered by the 30.- 
000 figure. 

Byers said the figures meant a 
contemplated total draft in the 
next six months of 330,000 men. 

Byers and other Army officers

—Civilian gasoline is losing some 
of its punch, but it will remain 
plentiful, a spokesman for the 
new Minerals and Energy Admin- 
istration said today. 

To meet the increasing demand 
for aviation gasoline for the Ko- 
rean war and the rearmament ef- 
fort, the petroleum industry al- 
ready has_ started diverting 
“alkylates” and other high-octane 
elements from civilian to mili- 
tary motor fuels. Other steps to 
further boost military supplies 
are contemplated, but rationing 
of the fuel is definitely not in 
prospect, 

Other Moves Under Study. 

MEA, the new agency estab- 
lished in the Department of the 
Interior yesterday, already was 
‘busy at its job of gearing the 
electrical, petroleum and _ gas, 
solid fuels and metals and min- 
erals industries to the production 
effort. 

The department's § National 
Petroleum Council, composed of 
industry leaders, was scheduled 
to meet today to talk over the 
aviation gasoline problem. The 
group was also to discuss the 
petroleum industry’s over-all re- 
sponsibility in the defense effort. 

So far the industry’s adjust- 
ment in power factors has dropped 


the octane rating—the measure 
of power—on civilian gasoline 
about one point since Aug. 1. But 
the gas at your corner service 
station still is more powerful 
than it was on V-J day and until 
about 18 months ago. 
Gasoline to Be Pientiful. 

The change—with future drops 
if they prove to be necessary— 
may mean a new spark setting 
and carburetor adjustment for 
many family cars to help them 
get top performance out of the 
leaner mixture.

The author- | 
ization would be in the form of a 
clause that would state in sub- 
stance: “U.N. forces which have 
crossed the thirty-eighth parallel 
shall be withdrawn as soon as 
feasible.”’) 

Informed sources indieated 
there was a difference of opinion 
between the Americans and the 
British on this point of crossing | 
the north-south border.

issue of American magazine,

| “Not to have used this new- 
found power to stop short the 
most disastrous war in history 
would have been unpardonable,” 
Compton wrote. 

“TI think we were justified in 
using the first bomb,” he adds, 
“and would vote to use it again 
if it should prove advantageous 
from a military standpoint in de- 
fending freedom and_ée “saving 
lives.” 

Compton said that in 1945 he 
voted with a majority of the 
other atomic scientists engaged 
in developing the bomb in favor 
of its military use, and wrote: “I 
do believe that if I could have 
decided the other way it might 
have been possible to prevent the 
bombing.” 

However, his article continues, 
he had become convinced that 
dropping the bomb was “the les- 
ser of two great evils.” “I con- 
|sider it a true act of Providence 
that the ability to make and use 
‘atomic bombs first became avail- 
able to a nation whose primary 
| international concern was a free 
‘and stable world,” he wrote. 

The chancellor reports that the 
scientists were instructed to make 
the first bomb no more destruc- 
tive than a fleet of airplanes 
loaded with ordinary bombs. Such 
a “limited” bomb had the advan- 
tage of giving a dramatic demon- 
stration of what might follow 
without being so destructive that 
it would open “new political 
questions,” he said. 

Compton argued that “our cur- 
rent conflict with Communism 
will speed us on toward matur- 
ity.” “I think when we have done 
the necessary job to rid the world 
of Communism, progress. will 
have advanced,” he wrote. “It is 
a terrific price, but as long as 
we do not forget the human 
_values we are fighting for it will 
| be worth the struggle.”

CHICAGO, Sept. 28 (INS)}— 
Two Chicago scientists have de- 
veloped an instrument which for 
the first time makes possible the 
direct conversion ‘into electricity 
of power unleashed by splitting 
the atom. However, the method 
is not sufficiently advanced for 
practical application in industrial 


use. 
Pe -—8 on the instrument, known 
as a nuclear thermometer, was 
begun in 1942 at the University 
of Chicago’s A-bomb project and 


completed in 1944. Its existence this 
became 


known today with the 
lifting of the classified tag on 
the work by the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 

Key men in the research in 
which many scientists partici- 
pated were Dr. Robert J. Moon, 
now professor of physics at the 
University of Chicago, and John 
L. Kuranz, now vice president of 
the Nuclair Instrument and 
Chemical Co. " 

Kuranz explained that the nu- 
clear thermometer was developed 
originally as a monitoring device 
to enable atomic piles, or fur- 
naces, to run at full power with- 
out danger of an explosion. 


It was found, in the course of| 
experiments, that the thermom-/| 
eter could be used for the gen-} 


eration of electric power. 


Up to now the nuclear ther-| 
mometer has been used to har-/ 


ness the atom only for the gen- 
eration of a feeble current of 
about one-quarter of a watt. 


Kuranz pointed out that the 
thermometer was not designed! 
for the generation of electricity, | 
and said that while “in principle} 
it’s the answer to the problem}

opment of very high temperature | 
alloys which we do not have}! 


now.” 


Kuranz said the thermometer | 
utilizes the seebeck effect, also} 


set up by heating a junction point | | 


of two dissimilar metals. 


Transformation of atomic en-| 
ergy to electricity takes place au-} 
tomatically, Kuranz said, when} 
the metals used in the thermom-| 
eter, alumel and chromel, are} 


heated. 


He said the thermometer may | 


be the forerunner of many new 
atomic measuring devices.

Company Set Up. 

As a result, the development 
company was formed in April 1948 
under Ohio’s ordinary business | 
laws. It was determined to show | 


that large-scale rental housing, | 


with reasonable rents, was fea- 
sible on a sound economic basis. 

The goal was $500,000 in stock 
subscriptions by Sept. 1, 1948. 
The campaign lagged during the 
summer but the Mayor postponed 
his vacation to push it and the 
objective was attained, right on 
the deadline. There are now 
more than 100 stockholders with 
an average of somewhat more 
than $5000 each, as the capital 
now is $543,000.

It 
found itself with a set of blue- 
prints for Glen Meadows calling 
for details and facilities like 
those of private builders whose 
apartments command rather high 
rents. Furthermore, this site was

000 each, were the John Shillito 
Co., one of the big department 
stores, which is a subsidiary of 
the Federated store chain, and 
the Williams family foundation,

_ profits. It has no tax exemption

Inclination of 
the corporation is to concentrate 
on sites on the outskirts of the 
city, where land is relatively 
cheap and vacant tracts available. 
It wants to keep the density of 
population on its undertakings low 
and to concentrate as much as 
possible on detached houses or 
duplexes, rather than apartments. 

St. Leuis Plan Compared. 

In contrast, the proposed urban 
redevelopment corporation in St. 
Louis would operate under public 
control, with profits limited, but 
with marked tax relief and the 
right to obtain sites by condem- 
nation. The plan for the St. Louis 
enterprise contemplates reason- 
able profits. It would build ele- 
vator apartments in or adjoining 
the downtown business district or 
in the adjacent slums. 

The Cincinnati scheme is to 
sell each establishment succes- 


sively to private investors, while |> 


the St. Louis idea is for long- 


nally contemplated. 

The development company had 
been shooting at first for a rent 
level of $60 to $80 a month; later 
it figured on $75 to $90, including 
utility services and with stove and 
refrigerator furnished. Its con- 
tract with Western & Southern 
provides that the new owner will 
keep the rent schedule. as low as 
possible, consistent with costs. 
The insurance company also 
agreed to give preference as ten- 
ants to persons displaced by city 
improvements. 

It is the development company’s 
aim to provide dwellings for fami- 
lies ineligible for public housing 
but which cannot afford the rent 
scales of private enterprise hous- 
ing. H wants to avoid competi- 
tion with the private builders. As 
in St. Louis, the greatest propor- 
tionate need in this lower-middle- 
income field is among Negroes. 
Cincinnati's 500,000 population 
includes about 65,000 Negroes, a 
large part of whom dwell in 
slums as abjectly miserable as 
those of St. Louis, if not worse. 

Whether the Cincinnati devel- 
opment concern will succeed in 
doing anything for Negroes is an- 
other question. Its inclination 
towards vacant, outlying sites 
tends not to make suitable provi- 
sions for Negroes. Any logical 
site for Negro housing would ap- 
pear plainly to be somewhere in 
the Basin, which is the city’s cen- 
tral valley, consisting of the down- 
town business area and a broad 
ring of blighted property and 
slums. 

Low-Price Housing Urged. 


Charles H. Stamm, official -re- 
development director for the city, 
has advocated that the company 


undertake the simplest possible | 


forms of modern housing, with 
the hope of renting to Negroes 
at $50 to $60 a month. Develop- 
ment company officers have felt 
that a Basin site would be too 
costly. It also would involve the! _ 
problem of relocating families as 
the site was cleared. No special 
provision has been made by Cin- 
cinnati to handle the problem, 
such as some other cities have 

made. It is evident that opinions 
differ sharply on desirability and 
feasibility of doing something for 
the Negroes.

HERE is a lift of laughter 
T along the front. For the first 

time the American soldier can 
look at the Korean campaign with 
ja real sense of humor. 

He has lost his grudge against 
his country. For long weeks he 
was dazed by the realization 
that he was an outpost warrior 
of a land wealthy beyond belief 
—but a land too weak militarily 
to quickly settle a peace-threat- 
ening war in an obscure and 
backward Oriental nation. 

Men and machines now have 
appeared on the battlefront to 
end the days of sacrifices and to 
muscle through to victory. 

And that has restored the 
faith of Army men in the Amer- 
ican homeland. 

Some of them have been over- 
seas so long that subconsciously 
they had come to think of the 
United States chiefly as a supply 
base that had helped fiem occupy 
Japan in comfort. 

Brass Less Happy. 


The middle and upper level 
Army brass, however, is less hap- 
py than the average rifle-carrying 
foot soldier. 

The casualty rate, as usual in 
warfare, has been particularly 
high among junior officers and 
non-coms. They are the ones 
who must generally tell the men 
to get up and go—and who must 
then personally lead the pri- 
vates into battle. 

At the combat level the Army 
feels it has lost, in a small- 
scale war, too many trained sol- 
diers who ought to be saved for 
a possible large-scale action. 

These include the battle-expe- 
rienced sergeants from World 
War II and the young graduates 
of West Point, in whom the 
country has invested thousands 
of dollars to learn the tactics 
and the strategy of warfare. 

A cynical officer of the National 
Guard would put it this way: 

“The war in Korea came up so 
fast that the regular Army had 
to fight. They didn’t have time 
to corral and train the civilian 
draftees.” 

Regular Army View. 


But a staff officer of the regu- 
lar Army said: 

“We had to fight with what we 
had. We have lost in combat men 
who ought to serve as a training 
corps for the future. 

“And we have killed off fu- 
ture leadership here during an 
emergency that we may need 
later in a bigger war.

Dangerous to Inquire.

A cousin of mine 
in the book business inquired at 
the State Labor Office after the 
war for a permit to return to his 
store. They said: 

“You are not sick? Then you 
will work in the uranium mines 
instead of selling books.” 

He went away and paid a doc- 
tor to certify that he was sick. 

I did not have to go far to find 
a better source of information 
than the State Labor Office. I 
talked to some of the miners 
themselves. Though I dared not 
go inside the fenced and fortified 
mining area, the miners were able 
to leave it—by special permis- 
sion—when they went on vacation. 

Met With Suspicion. 

I went to Goerlitz on the new 
border between Germany and Po- 
land, at the eastern end of the 
uranium-bearing Erzegebirge (Ore 
Mountains). A friend of mine in 
Berlin had given me the names 


‘and addresses of two well in- 


formed persons in Goerlitz. 

The first man I- asked for was 
away; the second received me 
with suspicion. I carried no letter 
of introduction, for that would 
have been dangerous. I had to 
inspire the man’s confidence by 
showing that I trusted him.

me in his power—he could turn 
me over to the Volkspolizei at a 
moment’s notice if he wanted to.

The tendency, 
in fact, is all in the other di- 
rection. The city is dying, and 
as it nears its end, it can be ex- 
pected only to die so much the 
quicker.

OME twenty-five years ago, Mr. W started his own 

business. A few years later he incorporated and 
put the stock in the joint names of himself and his wife. 
This stock is now worth $200,000, although W’s cost 
basis for income tax purposes is only $20,000. In 
addition to his stock, Mr. W has some $25,000 in 
Government bonds in his own name. His home, which

leaves his estate in two trusts for the benefit of his wife. 
One trust qualifies for the marital deduction and pro-

The tax consequences of these changes are startling.

For a United Korea 


Although peace has not yet emerged in Korea, 
it seems close enough that the nature of the 
terms becomes a matter of pressing urgency. 

Every step is for the decision of U.N. Gen. 
MacArthur as the U.N. commander is reported 
to have received authorization to take ground 
troops over the thirty-eighth parallel if he finds 
it necessary to pursue the retreating North Ko- 
rean Communists in order to destroy their mili- 
tary power. If he has this authority, it is by 
interpretation of old directives. It is not a new, 
frank, open statement issued in the light of the 
closeness of the U.N. troops to the imaginary 
line. When the line is crossed it should be 
with U.N.’s explicit approval. 

Meantime, the British are circulating a peti- 
tion at Lake Success with the intention of pro- 
ducing agreement on peace terms before col- 
lapse comes on the battlefield. 

The one basic principle, after arms have been 
laid down, must be that the fiction -of the 
thirty-eighth parallel is eliminated and that 
Korea has a chance to develop under U.N. pro- 
tection as a united nation. 

7. 7 . 

Fortunately this is, in essence at least, a part 
ef the British proposal. The British also rec- 
ommend that there be a strong U.N. commis- 
sion to Korea, well stocked with representatives 
from Asia, under instructions to carry out the 
decisions of the U.N. Assembly. 

This proposal is so sound that U.N. should 
be at work now on getting such a commission 
together for the earliest possible departure to 
Korea. What happens in those first few days 
after capitulation will be gravely tmportant. 

The case for a united Korea is completely 
sound and also long-sianding. Seven years ago 
at Cairo, the United States, England and China 
pledged that Korea should become free and in- 
dependent “in due course.” Two years ‘later, 
the Soviet Union joined in the promise. 

Unification of Korea is due and long -everdue. 
The fact that the Soviet Union has gone back 
on its word is no reason for the other signatories 
to the Cairo and Moscow declarations not to ful- 
fill theirs. To be free, Korea must be first made 
a physical whole again. The peninsula must be 
reclaimed all the way to the Manchurian border. 

How this is done descends into the realm of 
details, but the details are all important. The 
U.N. undoubtedly will be alert to avoid lending 
any color to charges of Western imperialism 
from the Kremlin. In the end, U.N. succeeds 
or fails in Korea largely by the reaction in 
Asia. If the peoples of India, China, Burma, 
Indonesia and Indochina are impressed by our 
good faith and by our works in Korea, the 
chances of success will be greatly increased. If 
we repel them by the nature of our participa- 
tion in Korea after hostilities, we will damage 
a great opportunity or lose it altogether. 

* * ¥ 

The more the Korean problem is handled by 
non-Communist Koreans and Indians and other 
Asiatics the better it will be. The Western 
Powers will want to be on the commission, they 
will want to be a party to the great decisions 
and to the over-all policies. They will want to 
supply an ample police force for protection of 
the peace. But a soldier from the United States 
or Britain or France on every street corner or 
every mountain trail might well do much more 
harm than good. The less there is in the form 
of a foreign occupation, the more Asiatics will 
respond to our appeals for democracy: 

If the fighting continues to the thirty-eighth 
parallel there will be no military choice but 
to go over the imaginary line; after all, planes 
have flown hundreds of bombing missions over 
it for many weeks. But if surrender comes 
in South Korea, that presents another situation 
entirely. U.N. will be issuing the terms and 
the terms can and should take care of North 
Korea and a united state and free movement 
of the U.N. commission. 

The defense of Korea was undertaken in a 
spirit of h »pe and courage. The war should end 
in the same way. The brilliant military success 
calls for aa equally brilliant success in diplomacy. 
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A Sunflowered Suggestion 

In a letter to his constituents, Congressman 
Scrivner of Kansas proposes that President Tru- 
man surrender his yacht to the Navy. Kansans 
generally don't have yachts. They have some 
rowboats on their muddy streams, and even 
sailboats on their artificial lakes, but nothing 
like yachts. So we suppose the Congressman's 
idea will appeal to his constituents. 

Chances are, though, that the Congressman 
expects his proposal te appeal more to his fel- 
lows out among the sunflowers than to: Mr. 
Truman, sitting in a Washington office and look- 
ing wistfully out over the blue Potomac. For 
the Chief Executive knows that the Navy has 
enough craft in mothballs to be able to do with- 
out his yacht, and besides, he needs it. 

What kind of partisanship is it that would de- 
prive Mr. Truman of his best means of relaxa- 
tion? Republican partisanship, to be sure, but 
no New England Republican, used to the re- 
freshment of salt air, would suggest taking a 
yacht away from anybody, even a President. 
This was left to a Kansas Republican, used to 
the stockyard, vapors where the Kaw runs into 
the Missouri. 

Yes, the President has a yacht coming to him. 
He needs it to escape from humdrum problems, 
including Congressman Scrivner. Yet maybe it 
would be wise for Mr. Truman to take the Con- 
gressman along on the Williamsburg some bright 
day.

With the American Medical Association's 
battle against national health insurance ap- 
parently won for the moment, and its assess- 
ment for propaganda now compulsory and ap- 
parently permanent, the organization has an- 
nounced officially a changed emphasis for the 
future. 

An advertising campaign the A.M.A. will con- 
duct next month will not be primarily an at- 
tempt to sell “American medicine,” the organi- 
zation’s Journal announces. Instead, it will try 
to “sell what has been our heritage in this 
country—faith, hope, freedom.” 

Commendable goals those. But the A.M.A. 
can think of no better way to sell them than 
by raising the Socialist bogey. “The end re- 
sult of this tremendous and unique undertak- 
ing,” says the Journal, “will be a further check 
on the advances of the planners of socialism 
and regimentation.” 

Thus, the A.M.A. announces officially that it 
is aligning itself with the Guy Gabrielsons and 
John T. Flynns. And doctors, no matter what 
their own political beliefs, are being compelled 


to pay for the advancement of a particular politi- 
cal credo. Is the next step a requirement that 
every doctor be a right-wing Republican or a 
Dixiecrat before being permitted to practice 
‘medicine? 
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Snoopers in Library Stacks 

Radio and television may be only the most 
recent victims of self-appointed snoopers and 
censors working in the name of “anti-subver- 
sive activity.” If the hysterical trend continues, 
how long can public libraries escape private 
censorship? The answer seems to lie no farther 
away than Bartlesville, Okla, 

A “citizens committee” there demanded that 
Miss Ruth Brown, city librarian, remove copies 
of The Nation, The New Republic and Soviet 
Russia Today from the library shelves. The 
library board then decided that Soviet Russia 
Today was hardly worth reading, but insisted 
that the two old and distinguished liberal jour- 
nals remain. 

Next the complainants went to the City Com- 
mission. The commissioners passed an ordinance, 
took over the library, fired Miss Brown despite 
her 35 years of good service, and named the 
shelf-purgers to a new library board. The Nation 
and The New Republic were blacked out of the 
Bartlesville library. 

At this point another group of citizens has 
rushed to Miss Brown's defense, and has em- 
ployed a former judge to help her get her job 
back. They contend that state law provides that 
only the Library Board can fire a librarian, and 
that the board itself can be dismissed only for 
neglect or misconduct. If this is so, the new 
ordinance conflicts with state law. 

But whatever the legal aspects of theecase, it 
shows that the city officials arbitrarily told 
the public what it might read in its own library. 
They acted without excuse or proof of neg- 
ligence. They succumbed to current anti-Com- 
munist hysteria even though no Communists 
were Anywhere in sight. And in all this they 
behaved much like the Brown Shirts who piled 
books on the flames for Hitler. 

The danger of such hysteria is widespread. 
Miriam McNally of the Denver Public Library 
says that 10 per cent of the libraries questioned 
in a survey reported efforts by persons outside 
their staffs to censor reading material. On hear- 
ing this report, librarians in a meeting at Salt 
Lake City adopted a special resolution against 
such censorship. 

Public libraries should have broad public 
support in resisting private inquisitions. Our 
freedom of thought depends not only on the 
right to state or publish ideas, but on the right 
to disseminate them. 

Public libraries assist in this function of free- 
dom. They must remain free. 
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The Sixtieth United Nation 

There is a particularly happy fitness about 
the admission of Indonesia as the sixtieth mem- 
ber of the United Nations. 

Indonesia is in no small part an accomplish- 
ment of U.N. First a good offices commission 
and then a United Nations Commission for 
Indonesia worked two years for peace among 
these 70,000,000 people. 

U.N. stood by when the Renville Truce Agree- 
ment was signed on a ship of the United States 
Navy in Batavia harbor. U.N. stood by during 
the 10 crucial weeks at the Hague when the 
Netherlands Government and the Indonesians 
agreed to the terms which were to end three 
and a half centuries of colonial rule. 

Freedom for Indonesia and establishment of 
the new state of Israel are two of the brightest 
stars in U.N.’s crown. 

The seating of the gentlemen from Jakarta 
proves that as surely as war is a vicious circle, 
peace can be a benevolent circle. 

U.N. has given its strength to the creation 
of a free Indonesia.

A Mild Vishinsky 


Foreign Minister Vishinsky has shown so mild 


a mien at the early meetings of the U.N. Gen- , 


eral Assembly that nobody knows quite how to 
take him. He confines himself to routine in- 
sults rather than thunderous vilifications, and 
while opposing the American program for peace 
enforcement by the Assembly does so with more 
sweet reasonableness than is customary. 

What is Vishinsky’s own program for the U.N.? 
It is pretty much the same one which Russia 
presented at the last Assembly. The five great 
powers should sign a treaty for the strengthen- 
ing of peace. They should immediately reduce 
their armed forces, land, air and sea, by one 
third. The Assembly should declare itself in 
favor of outlawing the atomic bomb and estab- 
lishing “strict international control” to enforce 
the ban. Jt should denounce as war criminals 
any government which “first” utilizes atomic 
weapons. 

Here is a program which sounds wonderful, 
and that is how it was meant to sound. The 
holes in it appear only when it is measured 
against actual Soviet performance. 

What meaning would a no-war pact have when 
the Soviet Union has within the last year fueled, 
armed, trained and inspired aggression in Ko- 
rea? Disarmament is a noble aim, but not 
when its result would be to freeze the present 
unbalance of power in Russia’s favor, and not 
when unaccompanied by means of internation- 
al inspection to make sure that all parties live 
up to the agreement. 

Deputy Foreign Minister Malik’s answers to 
a Maryland delegation’s questions suggest that 
Soviet policy may indeed contemplate a full- 
scale “peace offensive’ in this Assembly. 

Malik said his government favors “free inter- 
change of ideas and information” between the 
U.S. and Russia,’ peace negotiations between 
“top leaders” of the two countries, and general 
and atomic disarmament “under a strict system 
of control and inspection. 

Like Mr. Vishinsky’s speeches and the Stock- 
holm appeal, Mr. Malik’s words may be for 
propaganda purposes only. If the Soviet Union 
really means business, it is up to Moscow to 
make that clear. The Western world will not 
be diverted from rearmament by mere words, 
but it should always be willing to listen to 


genuine proposals for peace. 
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Dog Tags Can Save Lives 
Quick identification of blood types is often a 
life or death matter in first aid treatment. For 
that reason the Amvets plan a free nationwide 
distribution of plastic tags, comparable to the 
dog tags given service men in wartime. Citizens 
should waste no time in having their names 


and blood types placed on their tags. The 
precaution could save.a life in any accident, 
and dog tags are likely to become an essential 
in civilian defense. The country can thank the 
veterans’ organization for distributing these little 
bits of life insurance.

Politics Turns to Television 


The Mirror

Radio introduced age of the political chat, but growth of television 
requires face-lifting in politics; thousands of dollars will be 
spent on TV programs before November elections; candidates in 
Connecticut and California offer the ultimate in showmanship.

Back in the '20s, when radio burst into 
bloom, the United States had to grow it- 
self a new crop of politicians. The old- 
fashioned spellbinder was out—unless his 
voice came firm and compelling from 
the box in the family living room. 

Right now it’s beginning to look as if 
politics will need a face-lifting, as well 
as voice culture. With television growing 
like a weed, the 
new question is how 
does the candidate 
look—not just how 
does he sound, or 
what does he think. 

Of course it’s 
easy to overestimate 
the role of television 
in this fall's cam- 
paigning. But it's 
just as easy to un- 
derestimate it. Tele- 
vision . still hasn't 
reached into a lot of 
territory, but it's 
firmly installed in My 
the big cities and rs. Douglas 
the populous areas. And that's where 
votes—and Congressmen—grow thickest. 
As for future elections, you can even find 
enthusiasts who think TV will be the 
whole campaign show. 


To see how far television has gone al- 
ready, take a look at Connecticut. One 
local newspaper columnist estimates that 
500,000 Nutmeggers--are-reached by tele- 
vistou—by sets in bars and hotels as well 
as in the parlor. And with two Senate 
seats and the governorship open, both 
sides are using it for all they are worth. 


Actor vs. Advertisers 


The lineup of candidates is a natural 
for showmanship. On the Democratic side 
is the once-formidable advertising team of 
Benton & Bowles. Chester Bowles is try- 
ing to retain the governorship; William 
Benton wants election to the Senate seat 
to which his former partner appointed 
him. This media-wise pair, and their run- 
ning mate, Senator Brien McMahon, are 
using TV to the hilt. 

But they don’t have the state’s one sta- 
tion (WNHC-TV, New Haven) to them- 
selves. Running. against Bowles is hand- 
some Representative John Davis Lodge, 
former movie leading man and a tough 
man to beat on the hustings. Lined up 
against Benton is Prescott Bush, long- 
time director of the Columbia Broadcast- 
ing System and a lot of other companies. 
All the Republicans are planning live tele- 
vision shows. 


Things have gone a long way since 1948, 


when the Democrats spent only $18,000 on 
television to elect Harry S. Truman, com- 
pared with the $700,900 they sank into 
radio time. 


Their Shows Are Short 


Just two years later, and in an off- 
year election, television is getting a big 
political play not only in Connecticut, but 
in New York, Pennsylvania, Illinois, Ohio, 
Missouri and California as well. Michi- 
gan and Massachusetts are likely to join 
the bandwagon, though they have no Sen- 
ate contests. At least a part of the voters 
in Utah, Indiana, Washington, Maryland 
and Wisconsin will also be able to stay 
at home and meet the candidates. 


Though politics is taking up more tele- 
vision time, the candidates are generally 
keeping eir individual shows short. 
That's so they won’t crowd popular shows 
off the air—and annoy their constituents. 

Even California’s Representative Helen 
Gahagan Douglas—a former Broadway 
star and strictly nice to look at—is cagily 
making her pitch quick. It starts with 
Vice President Barkley appealing to Cali- 
fornians to perform a public service by 
electing Mrs. Douglas to the Senate. Then 
Barkley’s face fades, though his voice 
continues, and Mrs. Douglas’ telegenic 


face appears on the screen. 
The Sindices advertising men in Con- 


necticut are sticking to the short-and- 
sweet technique. Benton has a series of 
seven one-minute spots, filmed with the 
help of his Republican neighbor Chester 
LaRoche, another advertising bigshot who 
a —_ to the Democrats to aid his 
riend. 


Benton’s G.O.P. opponent, Prescott 
Bush, is trying another television gim- 
mick—the audience participation show. 
Carefully screened supporters are brought 
to the studio to ask questions which Bush 
answers. Cranks, hecklers and just plain 
opponents are kept out. 


In Ohio, Senator Robert A. Taft has 
borrowed Bush's audience-participation 
plan. Taft, a crack free-style debater, is 
at his best with rapid-fire questions. His 
opponent, State Auditor Joseph T. Fer- 
guson, is using an advertising man to han- 
dle his television activities. 


Ohio campaigners can aim their pleas 
at 260,000 sets in Cleveland, 160.000 in 
Cincinnati, 105,000 in Dayton, 50,000 in 
Toledo. 


Lucas’ Colossal Epic 


In Illinois, Senate Majority Leader 
Scott Lucas is using a 15-minute film 
which is a colossal production by 1948 
standards. The film includes a plug from 
Barkley, shots of Lucas presiding over the 
Senate, and newsreel clips offering be- 
fore-and-after views of Democratic ac- 
complishments. 

Aim of the program is to show that 
Lucas plays a big part in shaping poli- 
cies that appeal to farmers, organized 


labor and low-income groups generally. . 
Lucas’ advisers have not been deaf to re-. 


search findings which show that the bulk 
of television sets are found in humble 
homes. 

The widespread use of TV threatens to 
cut deeply into newspaper revenues from 
political advertising—perhaps not now, 
but certainly by 1952. Radio should be 
hit much less, especially as it will for 
years to come be the only medium for 
reaching votes in such sparsely populated 
states as the Dakotas, Montana, Wyom- 
ing and Nevada. 

Costs of TV time, and the number of 
potential voters who can be reached, are 
controlling factors for politicking. In 
the New York City area, for example, 
telecasters have some 1,500,000 sets to 
shoot at. But the rates are the highest 
in the United States—about $200 a min- 
ute. 


There's an added cost when politicos 
pre-empt sponsored commercial programs. 
Again, politicians must now dig down for 
the expenses of dressing up TV shows. 
They didn't have this problem with ra- 
dio programs. 

Even so, Kenneth D. Fry, radio and 
television director for the Democratic 
National Committee, says that the $200- 
a-minute New York City rate is well worth 
the cost. In California, Fry estimates that 
Los Angeles (seven stations, 650,000 sets) 
and San Francisco (two stations, 75,000 
sets) already reach 75 per cent of the 
potential television audience in the en- 
tire state. 


WELL-DESERVED HONOR

Prize is auspicious and richly deserved. It 
is all the more heartening because he is 
an American and a Negro and was func- 
tioning as an official of the United Na- 
tions. 

It was, to be sure, only a small spot 
in a troubled world that he was assigned 
to pacify—Palestine. But it was a par- 
ticularly difficult task, and he fulfilled 
his mission magnificently. 

In such times as these we may have 
forgotten that there still is such a thing 
as resolving bitter international conflicts 
by high-minded and irresistible appeals to 
reason, rather than by force of arms.

AND MOZART MSS.

ROME, Sept. 28 (UP)—Two of 


the world’s most treasured music 
manuscripts — Beethoven’s Ninth 


Symphony and Mozart’s “Magic 
Flute” opera—have been found in 
Communist Poland after a 10- 
year search, the director of the 
American National Arts Founda- 
tion said today. 

Carlton Smith said the musical 
works were found and would re- 
main in the Benedictine Abbey 
in Hgrussau, Silesia, now a part 
of Poland. 

He said the manuscripts were 


taken from the Berlin State Li-' 


brary in 1944 but that no infor- 
mation on their whereabouts had 
been received until now despite 
various appeals and searches be- 
hind the Iron Curtain. 

“Now only one group of musi- 
cal manuscripts still remains lost 
to the world,” Smith said, “It is

Greg Bautzer, attorney for Mrs. 
Sinatra, disclosed that under 
‘terms of a property settlement, 
‘she will receive one third of his 
|gross income up to $150,000 an- 
nually and then a complicated 
sliding scale, based on income tax 
tables, takes effect. Bautzer said 
that Sinatra will earn close to a 
million dollars this year. 

Mrs. Sinatra has been receiving

Cadillac and a jeep to the 
crooner. 

He keeps all money now in 
bank accounts plus all phono- 
‘graph records and radio tran- 
scriptions which he may deem 
‘useful in his business. 

The property settlement is 
good until death or remarriage on 
her part. Mrs. Sinatra, the for- 
mer Nancy Barbato, was the 
crooner’s boyhood sweetheart in 
Hoboken, N. J. 

They separated last Feb. 1, 
after several previous partings 
'and reconciliations. 

In the interim, Sinatra went to 
Europe and went around a lot 
with Actress Ava Gardner. There 
were reports that he gave her a 
$10,000 emerald necklace, but he 
denied it. Such a necklace was 
impounded by Spanish customs 
for a time, however. When he 
came back from Paris, he brought 
Nancy a gold charm bracelet.

NEW YORK, Sept. 28—Joe Louis, his long held world boxing 


championship now hopelessly gone and out of reach, 


sat in his 


cubicle dressing room at Yankee Stadium last night and philosophi- 
cally admitted that the years do take their toll. 


Joe had tried so hard to regain | 


the heavyweight title that he sur- 
rendered March, 1949. But his 
once supple muscles hung like 
a dowager’s double chin. His 
timing, once sharp and lethal, 
was a sorry thing. His wind)) 
was good. Joe didn’t draw a long 
breath all evening, but when his 
eyes saw an opening, his muscles 
wouldn’t do their bidding. 

Ezzard Charles, in contrast, had 
many of the things that were 
Joe's 10 years ago. His muscles 
ripplied, his reflexes were quick. 
When he saw an opening his right 
fist and then his left flashed out 
and landed too frequently on 
Louis’s face or body. Charles 
didn’t have the punch that once 
was a great Louis weapon. He 
never did have it. 

He never will have it. But he 
had enough, in youth and speed 
and stamina, to make a sad spec- 
tacle of the Brown Bomber, once 
the lithe panther of the prize 
ring, but now a_ puffy-jowled 
pussy cat. 

No Regrets. 

“No, I ain’t sorry about noth- 
ing,” Louis said in his dressing 
room, when some one asked if it 
might have been better if he had 
stayed in retirement. “I thought 
I could do it. I didn’t. Now I’m 
through. I’m not boxing any 
more. I’m in the International 
Boxing Club. That’s my busi- 
ness now. No more boxing, not 
even in exhibitions.”

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FRENCH FRIED TOAST 


MAKES: BREAKFAST 


Nothing will please the family 
more than crisp, 
French toast for a Sunday break- 
fast. Serve it with syrup, pre- 
serves or honey and be sure to 
-have plenty of toast for extra 
“helpings.” . 

Anyone who has ever exclaimed 
over the French toast served in 
certain restaurapts will want to 
try this home recipe. The toast 
is beautifully browned on both 
sides, and on the ends, too. This 
crisp, all-over brownness is ob- 
tained by frying in deep hot fat 
for just a few minutes. 

In all deep fat frying, the most 
important thing to remember is 
that the temperature of the fat 
must be exactly right. If the fat 


is too hot, the outsides of foods; 


burn before the interiors are thor- 
oughly cooked. If the fat isn’t 
hot enough, foods absorb fat and 
become soggy. 


The answer is to use a deep fat 
frying thermometer to measure 
the temperature of the fat accu- 
rately. One new thermometer 
that is practical and easy to use is 
made entirely of non-breakable 
stainless steel. Frying tempera- 
tures are shown on a round, clock- 
like face which is in full view 
above the edge of the kettle when 
the stem is clamped in place. 

Here is the recipe for golden- 
brown French toast, cooked the 
deep fat way. 

French Fried Toast. 

Fat for frying. 3 

One-fourth cup flour. 

One tablespoon sugar. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One-half cup milk. 

Two eggs. 

Eight slices dry bréad. 

Place fat in deep kettle. Attach 
thermometer to side of kettle and 

lace over low heat. While fat 

eats, make batter by mixing 
flour, salt, milk and eggs. Beat 
until smeoth. Remove crusts from 
bread and cut diagonally. Dip 
bread into batter to coat thor- 
oughly. When the fat reaches 
365 degrees fry until golden 
brown, about three minutes. Drain 
on absorbent paper. Sprinkle with 
confectioners’ sugar. Makes four 
servings.

Drop by small spoonfuls on 
a greased baking sheet and bake 
in a moderate hot oven for about 
10 minutes.

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4-Year Delay in Prospect Before. 
Non-Registering Reds Are Jailed 


New Law Itself Makes Definitions That Open| 


Path for Judicial Contest—Way for 
Appeals Wide Open. 


By JAMES MARLOW. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28 (AP) 
~—Here is a step-by-step explana- 
tion of why—under the new anti- 
Communist law—it may take the 
Government years to make Com- 
— register, if it ever can 

0 sO. 


In the first place, this law is 
aimed at two groups: Communist 
“action” organizations and Com- 
munist “front” organizations. And 
the law explains what it means 


1. A Communist action organi- 
zation is one which is directed 
and controlled by Moscow, as 
part of a world-wide Communist 
conspiracy, and secretly plans to 
overthrow this government by 
force. 

2. A Communist front is run 
by a Communist action organiza- 
tion, although perhaps concealing 
its true purpcse, and may even 


have members who not only are | 
not Communists but may be in-|} 


nocent of its nature. 
Board to Decide. 

But who’s going to decide 
whether some organization is a 
Communist action group or a 
Communist front? The Subver- 
sive Activities Control Board, a 
five-man board required under 
the new law. 

This board won’t go out look- 
ing for Communists. It will de- 
cide whether an organization is 
Communist “action” or “front” 
or neither only when the Attor- 
ney General— 

Complains to the board that 
some outfit is an action group (or 
front) and asks the board to order 
it to register as such. If he can 
prove his point, in the board’s 
opinion, it will order the outfit 
to register. 

So much for the background. 
Now here’s how it probably will 
work: 

The law says all Communist 
action or front organizations must 
register within 30 days after this 
act became law over President 
Truman’s veto, which was Satur- 
day, Sept. 23. But—there’s no 
penalty if they don’t. 

On Saturday night, Communist 
party leaders said they won’t reg- 
ister. (If they did, they’d be ad- 
mitting they were a Moscow tool, 
run by the Kremlin, plotting this 
government’s overthrow. Truman 
said asking Communists to regis- 
ter and give information about 
themselves is as practical as ask- 
ing thieves to register with the 
sheriff.) 

Part of Attorney General. 

When the 30 days are up and 
they haven’t registered, the Attor- 
ney General can ask the board 
to declare the American Commu- 
nist party an action organization 
and to order it to register. 

He'll have to offer proof, which 
undoubtedly will mean documents 
and witnesses. If the party lead- 
ers didn’t appear before the board 
to defend themselves, the board 
could declare the party an action 
outfit and order them to register. 

(Once the board ordered the 
party to register and it ignored 
the order, the leaders and the 
members could be tried, jailed 
and fined.) 

But assume the leaders appear 
before the board to defend 
themselves and the party. This 
trial—or, rather, examination— 
might take months. 

(The trial of the 11 Commu- 
nist leaders in New York took 
nine months. But there the Gov- 
ernment had to prove only con- 
spiracy to teach overthrow of the 
Government. 

(But under this new law the 
Government may have to prove 
not only such a conspiracy but 
prove too that the party is con- 
trolled by Moscow.) 

Chance for Appeal. 

But suppose the board hears all 
the evidence, decides that Com- 
munist party is an action organ- 
ization, and orders it to register. 
Does it have to do so immedi- 
ately? 

No. It can appeal to the Unit- 
ed States Court of Appeals, ask- 
ing the court to rule that the 
board’s order is illegal and its 
decision wrong. 

If the Appeals Court upholds 
the board, the Communist still 
can appeal to the Supreme Court. 
And all this legal sparring might 
take three years or more. 

But if the Supreme Court up- 
holds the board and the Appeals 
Court, then the party finally is 
considered an action organization 
and must register. But— 

If the Communists still refuse 
to register, the Government at last 
can arrest them and put them on 
trial for refusing to register. 
That’s not the end. 

If convicted, they can then ap- 
peal to the United States Court of 
Appeals. If turned down there, 
they still can appeal to the Su- 
preme Court. If the Supreme 
Court turns them down, then they 
must go to jail. 

Delay of Four Years. 

But by this time maybe four 
years will have elapsed since Sat- 
urday, Sept. 23, 1950, when this 
anti-Communist law went into ef- 


fect. And—something else might 
happen: 

Suppose the Supreme Court up- 
holds the board’s order for the 
Communist party to register. As 
explained, if they then didn't e 
ister, the Communists could be 
arrested and tried. But— 

Suppose just before the Supreme 
Court gave its ruling, the party 
suddenly dissolved and bobbed up 
under a new name. Would the 
Government have to start the 
whole business all over again with 
the new party? 

Or would some United States 
court rule that the new party was 
really the old party? No one can 
give the answer to that one yet. 

But in 1940 when the Commu- 
nist party in Canada was outlawed

VERY now and then a feeling 
‘eomes over a man that he 
would like something different 
to eat. He doesn’t know exactly 
what it is—it’s just that he wants 
something different. Although he 
doesn't tell himself as much—in 
fact, he rather successfully buries 
it in his subconscious—this mood 
is brought on by the monotony of 
the fare which the Little Woman 
gives him day in and day out. 
Statistics show that this mood 
usually strikes a man about twice 
a year, in the spring and again 
in the fall. 

The symptoms of this condition 
are easy to spot.

Basement Floor Drains.

E DON’T have too much use 
for basement floor drains. 
Most of ’em are clogged up 
anyway so that you end up pump- 
ing out the basement by hand. 
A lot of them get confused and 
allow water from the outside to 
back up into the. basement which 
is annoying. And when they aren't 
flooding the basement they pro- 


= 


vide a nice way for rats to get 
into the house. 


Basement floor drains should 
be fitted with a strainer at the 
top to keep as much dirt as pos- 
sible out of the line as well as 
to prevent vermin entering the 
house. This strainer should be 
bolted to the top of the pipe so 
that it’s good and secure, but it 
also must be removable so that 
the line can be cleaned when 
necessary. Cleaning can be done 
with a long handle ladle. Get as 
much of the solids out of the 
pipe as possible and then flush 
the line out with a chemical drain 
cleaner. 


If you have a basement drain 
line that allows water to back up 
into the cellar there are several 


cures. One is to have a plumber 
install a check value in the line. 
This is not too cheap. Another

Escape From Germany on Danish Ship 


Fleeing Britons Convince French of Identity to Get Aboard, Stay Hidden as Nazis Make Search

“Friends Must Eat a Peck of Salt 
Together.” 


66 EFORE you trust a man, 
Beet a peck of salt with 
him.” This was Thomas 
Fuller’s way of expressing the 
proverbial idea that seems to have 
been most popular with writers 
of the seventeenth cntury. 

Burton, in his famous “Anotomy 
of Melancholy,” phrased it this 
way: “As Plutarch adviseth, one 
must eat a bushel of salt with 
him, before he choose his friend.” 

And before either of these Eng- 
lish authors, Cervantes wrote, “It 
is a true saying that a man must 
eat a peck of salt with his friend 
before he knows him.” 

Now, 400 years later, our cor- 
respondent who asks for the pro- 
verb’s origin puts it in still an- 
other form, “Friends must eat a 
peck of salt together.” 

The first English version of the 
old saying, which predates Cer- 
vantes, was by Richard Taverner, 
a religious writer who was also 
a compiler of proverbs. In 1539 he

The bidding convinced West 
that nothing good could be ex- 
pected from a heart lead, so he 
tried the “surprise attack” of his 
lowest diamond. This selection 
had a remarkable success! South 
was confident that West had led 
from the king, so he played low 
from dummy. He was not pleased 
when East took the trick and 
shifted to the ten of hearts. 

As it happened, South could 
have played the heart seven on 
this trick with telling effect, 
since East had no more hearts to 
lead and since West could not 
overtake the ten-spot to any good 
purpose. South, however, cov- 
ered the ten with the jack (for a 
reason known only to himself). 
This gave West an _ excellent 
chance to establish his hearts 
while still controlling spades, and 
the contract was beaten four 
tricks! 

South made his first mistake 
when he finessed the opening 
lead. The spade ace was well 
marked with West for his vulner- 
able overcall; hence, South could 
put up the diamond ace and clear 
the spade suit while keeping full 
control of the hand. If West, up- 
on taking his spade ace, shifted 
to a high heart, South could 
simply duck, and he would then 
have plenty of time to set up a 
second diamond trick to round 
out the contract. Contrariwise, 
if West led another diamond, that 
would establish South’s ninth 
trick on the spot. 

South’s second error was, of 
course, his futile cover of East's 
heart ten with the jack.
